Militia Held in Readiness When Mob 
Assails the Jail. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., March 16. — [Special] 
With the entire police force picking at the 
edges of the crowd, but afraid to venture into 
the center “wo thousand University of Mich- 
igan students tonight wrecked a theater 
which had offended one of their number. 

The flank movements of the officers landed 
twenty-two of the youths in jail, but theriot- 
ing still continued, the boys threatening to 
tear down the jail unless their comrades 
were released. 

An attempt to turn the fire hose on the mob 
failed when football tactics carried the fire 
department off its feet and the playful col- 
legians ran off with the hose. They returned 
it when Fire Commissioner Millard ordered 
the companies back to their houses, He 
saw this as the only means of saving the ap- 
paratus. : 

Militia Held in Readiness. 

When the boys turned their attention to 
the city’s prison, Mayor Henderson called up 
Gov. Warner by long distance telephone, 
asking that militia be ordered out. Com- 
pany I, Michigan National Guard, was held 
in its armory during the ruction in readiness 
to march. 

The news of the governor's consent to thé 
use of the militia soon reached the mob of 
boys and they dispersed. Those arrested will 
be tried in police court tomorrow. 

The fracas began at the Star theater in 
Washington street, where a special police- 
man had attacked an obstreperous forestry 
student named Kamm Saturday night. In 
revenge, the boys laid siege to the little play- 
house tonight, battered its facade to hits 
with rocks and brickbats, and opened up a 
four hours’ battle with the police. 


Angell’s Appeal Is Futile. 
Seeing the police were being bested thé 
mayor ordered out the fire department, but 
it had no sooner connected hose to hydraut 
than the students uncoupled and made away 
with it. As the fire chief withdrew his men 
the students cheered him, returned his hel- 
met, which had been stolen in the mélée, and 
again centered their attack on the theater: 
Windows were shattered and the ticket of- 
fice was knocked to splinters. Then with 
rails the attacking force broke down the 
doors, smashed the piano to bits, pulled up 
the seats, and generally dismantled the place. 
In the height of the upro&r President An- 
gell and Deans Vaughan and Hutchins ap- 
pearéd on the scene. Hats came off respect- 
fully to the venerable head of the university 
as he made his way into the thick of the fray.

PRAISES GOOD WORK DONE 


Announces Aim for Still Higher 
Standard of Efficiency at 
Crossings. 


A new era in the handling of traffic in Chi- 
cago has arrived. The members of the traffic 
squad—mounted and on foot—are at a high 
point of efficiency now, but they must go 
higher. The days of the old crossing sn@> "’ 
for policemen are over. 

Chief of Police Shippy made this anneurke- 
ment to the 400 members of the traffic squad 
in Memorial hal, Public Library building, 
last night. It was the first time he has made 
a public address outside police stations, but 
he found that the central station would not 
hold all the men he desired to talk to. His 
words were plain. 

“You are all old policemen,” he said. 
There was a time when a man who wanted 
a snap got somebody to go to the front for 
him and ask te have him sent to a crossing. 
But crossing work has been no snap for the 
last ten months. Those days are gone while 
I am head of this department. I know the 
work you men have been doing. Whilethe 
mounted men get all the credit and honor I 
want to say that you have earned every cent 
the city pays you. 

Before I say any more I want to introduce 
Inspector Patrick J. Lavin to you. He will 
be in command of the traffic squad and his 
orders must be obeyed absolutely.” 


Inspector Lavin Is Cheered. 

Inspector’ Lavin, who was transferred re- 
cently from Maxwell street to the downtown 
command, arose from his seat beside the chief 
and bowed. The policemen clapped and 
cheered him. 

“You men on the downtown crossings,” 
continued the chief, ‘“‘ have been in the habit 
of telling each other long stories gnd letting 
the teams get tangled. Hereafter when I 
find any violation of this kind going on I will 
prefer charges. But don’t be afraid to go to 
the man across from you on a matter of busi- 
ness, no matter who is watching you. If you 
men do not like the work you had better step 
up and ask for a transfer, but if you do like it 
stay by it and you will be rewarded. 

“TI have had many letters from business 
men congratulating me on the improvement 
in traffic conditions. Mr. Mitten of the Chi- 
cago City railway wrote the mayor that his 
cars had gained nine minutes in getting 
around the loop from Twenty-second street. 
I don’t care about the street car companies, 
but I do care about the passengers in the 
ears. Each passenger has saved four and a 
half minutes a day by your work.

BOY BUILDS ORGAN IN HOME; 
RESULT OF 3 YEARS’ WORK. 


William Barnes, 15 Years Old, In- 
stalls Pipe Instrument in Father’s 
Residence, 2082 Sheridan Road. 


Building a pipe organ of the ordinary 
church size and installing it in his father's 
home is the accomplishment of William 
Barnes, the 15 year old son of Charles O. 
Barnes, 2082 Sheridan road. The genius 
which the boy has displayed in this accom- 
plishment has aroused the comment of his 
friends, his instructor, and organ builders. 
of Chicago, many of whom have paid a visit 
to the Barnes residence. / 

More than five years ago the boy showed 
a taste for music, coupled with an aptitude 
for mechanics. He learned to play the piano 
well when 10 years of age. When he was 
12 he sighed for other worlds in musical art 
to conquer. An organ, he thought, would 
be a fine acquisition to the home, and he set 
out to get one, not deterred by the price of 
$1,500, which appeared to be the minimum 
cost of a small instrument. 

Employing his mechanical skill, after 
muck study, he started to work to build an 
instrument which would comply with the 
limitations imposed by a private residence. 
The building took three years. All of the 
instrument, with the exception of the orna- 
mental pipes, the celluloid keys, and a small 
portion of the outer woodwork, was hand 
made and fitted, no aid from experts being 
employed. 

Clarence Dickinson, the organist, has had 
charge of William Barnes’ musical instruc- 
tion during the last three months. On the 
side of his mechanical ability in constructing 
his organ, Mr. Coburn of Coburn & Taylor, 
and L. D. Morris, both experts in this liné 
of work, have declared that the work of the 
boy is little short of marvelous. 

He is at present in his second year at the 
Evanston high school. Plans for the future 
have not been especially discussed or con- 
gidered by the boy. He does want, however, 
to qualify for the position of organist in 
some Chicago church, and his ambition is 
likely to be realized. His education will pro- 
ceed in its regular course, a trip to Europe 
for musical study after college being one of 
the things to look forward to in the future.

Electric Light and South End 
Traction Measures Are 
Reported In. 


The city counci!] last night took steps in 
the direction of state as well as municipal 
legislation for the regulation of the sale and 
use of dangerous weapons. The action was 
taken with the immediate purpose of curbing 
possible anarchistic deeds such as the recent 
attack on Chief Shippy. 

On motion of Ald. Kohout the aldermen 
instructed the committee on state legislation 
to prepare amendments making more strin- 
gent the state law on the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons. The committee will take 
the matter up at once with a view to laying 
the amendments before the legislature when 
that body convenes in May. 

Ald. Dever reported to the council several 
amendments to the proposed firearms ordi- 
nance, which was made a special order for 
ee at the meeting next Mondey 
night. 

Ald. Kohout’s Resolution. 

Ad. Kohout lald his plan before the body 
in the shape of thie resolution: 

„ Whereas, At the present time the lives 
of reputable citizens of this city are en- 
dangered by highway robbers and the indi- 
criminate ale and carrying of deadly weap- 
ons; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the city council of the 
city of Chicago respectfully request the leg- 
islature of the state of Illinois to consider 
and pass the following amendments to the 
criminal code of this state.“ 

The proposed amendments increase the 
penalties for the carrying of concealed 
weapons from a fine of $200 to a fine of $1,000 
It is further pro- 
vided that a person previously convicted of 
a misdemeanor or felony who is found car- 
rying concealed weapons may be imprisoned 
in the penitentiary not to exceed fifteen 
years. 

Another amendment provides that the law 
shall not apply to persons authorized by the 
mayor or other chief executive officer to 
carry concealed weapons. 


Licenses for Carrying Weapons. 

In a proposed amendment to the cities and 
Villages act the mayor is authorized. to 
“grant to so many and such reputable per- 
sons, as he may deem proper. licenses to 
carry concealed weapons upon being satisfied 
of good and sufficient reasons therefor, and 


may revoke any and all of such licenses at 


his pleasure. 

The amendments to the proposed firearms 
ordinance were reported by~-Ald. Dever in a 
speech in which he asserted the measure to 
be the best that can be drawn. 

“This is an ideal ordinance,”’ he said. The 
amendments reported in tonight are incon- 
sequential and do not m any way weaken 
the ordinance, as has been charged. The 
ordinance provides an effective means for 
coping with a growing evil and the council 
should lose no time in acting. For that 
reason I shall ask that it be made a special 
order for next Monday night.” 

The amendments eliminate the $5,000 bond 
for dealers and reduce the dealers’ license 
fee from $50 to $25. The ordinance provides 
that a person may purchase a firearm in the 
city only upon a permit issued by the police 
All arms, together with the names of owners, 
will be registered at police headquarters, 
and all sales must be reported within twen- 
ty-four hours. A person who is found carry- 
ing @ concealed weapon without a persait 
ow de fined not to exceed $200 for edch of-

New Civil Service Commissioner. 


The mayor announced the appointment of 
* D. Fargo to the board of civil serv- 
ice commissioners to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Zina R. Carter. Mr 
Carter retires from public office at the ear- 
nest request of his family, who have induced 
him to lighten his burdens of responsibility. 

Mr. Fargo is a native of Michigan and is 
39 years old. He came to Chicago in 1899 
and two years later went into newspaper 
work on the Chicago Evening eee He be- 
came political editor and legislative corre- 
spondent at Springfield, and later Washing- 
ton correspondent. Jan. 1, 1907, he was elect- 
ed to the position of secretary-treasurer of 
the Telephone Publishing company. He is 
married and lives at 2159 Kenmore avenue. 


Investigation of Tax Increase. 


Ald. Kruger lost and Ald. Cullerton won a 
point in the aldermanic game of investigating 
the increase of taxes. In response to the 
previous request of Ald. Kruger, Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Barge submitted an 
opinion to the effect that the city council has 
no authority to inquire into the work of the 
boards of assesscrs and of review. ‘The re- 
port was ordered published and filed. 

A little later Ald. Cullerton got into action 
with a resolution directing the committee 
on special assessments to examine the books 
of the assessors to ascertain the methods used 
by those officials in arriving at their con- 
clusions as to value of property assessed by 
them.“ 

PThe fesolution was adopted. 

Mayor Busse submitted a report from 
Health Commissioner Evans giving a chem- 
ical analysis and upholding the position of 
the board of. local improvements, which has 
abolished the use of screenings in concrete 
work and requires the use of sand. 

Ald. Lawley had referred to the health com- 
mittee an ordinance providing for the inspec- 
tion of meat within the city. 

Ald. Stewert had referred to the committee 
on local transportation an.order for an ordi- 
nance for the extension of the street railway 
lines on Grand avenue, from Fifty-first to 
Seventy-second avenue. 

Decks Cleared for Franchises. 

Decks were cleared for the consideration of 
the two most important pending franchise 
ordinances before the April election. They 
are the Edison-Commonwealth electric and 
the Calumet and South Chicago railway 
measures. The first will be called up for 
passage next Monday evening. The second 
probably the following meeting. 

To accomplish this the light committees 
worked all the morning and the one on local 
transportation until an hour before the coun- 
cil met. But both got through finally and 
were able to report in the evening. Under 
the rules both reports were ordered deferred 
and published. 

The Edison-Commonwealth ordinance, as it 
now stands, is as it was reported to the coun- 
ell a week ago on what are considered the 
three principal features. They are: 

The company agrees to pay the city com- 
pensation on all of the business of both the 
Edison and the Commonwealth companies, 
a gain in reveflue to the municipality esti- 
mated at $275,000 a year. 

The city recognizes the right of the two 
companies to consolidate as they already 
have done. 

The minimum rates fixed in the original 
ordinance remain as there stated, the city 
having the power to change them after five 
years. 

Since then a number of amendments sug- 
gested by Walter L. Fisher have been put in. 
The most important was in the publicity 
clause, giving the city better facilities for 
examining the books of the company, to fix 
new rates at the end of five years. 

At the last moment an amendment was in- 
serted allowing the city to use the poles of 
the company to carry electricity it bought 
from the drainage trustees, providing it paid 
a proportionate amount of the cost of the 
poles. : 

Traction Consolidation. 

The Calumet and South Chicago ordinance 
was eted by the committee fixing the 
present value of the properties, which are 
to be consolidated, at $5,000,000.. The en- 
gineers had valued them at $6,756,087, but 
this included a liberal allowance for “ pav- 
filling, and subways,” which the commit- 
tee decided did not rightly form a part of the

"Trike most geniuses, Messrs. Doherty and 
Solon suffer from lack of tion by 
the common public of seston de daily — 
Few ons, for’ example, . 
. ee the now unusued tunnel realize 
the immense amount of thought and labor 
expended in the development of this novel 
idea. All the pedestrian sees is a mass of 
refuse thirty feet across gently undulating 
and oozy as to surface and extending from 
Randoiph street nearly to Lake street. In 


depth the mass varies from two to thirty-five 


feet, 
Color Restful; Odor Exciting. 

In color it is of a delicate, restful brown, 
and in odor it is beginning to be increasingiy 
reminiscent of the stockyards. And how 
many hidden elements it contains one can 
only guess. Health Commissioner Evans 
alone knows just how many disease germs 
are congregated in that tremendous mas- 
of refuse. 

In that connection it may be remarked that 
Doherty. and Solon's great collaboration is 
mot limited in possibilities to the merely or- 
namental in an already too p c. city. 
It may be destined to contribute st val- 
uably to the sum of scientific knowledg. 
Exactly how many varieties of disease de- 
velop from a given source, and exactly the 
proportion of human fatalities to the total 
number of bacteria are problems that never 
have been accurately determined by scien- 
tile experts. 

Thanks, however, to Messrs. Doherty and 
Solon the scientists may look to Chicag 
for enlightenment. Under the influence of 
the warm sun of the last few days the upper 
stratum. of the great. deposit is drying out. 
Yesterday the wind was sweeping up tue 
street scrapings from the dusty surface and 
carrying them over the buildings. In fine. 
sifting clouds the germs of all the concate- 
nated diseases were rising, and swirling, 
and winging away to the residence dis- 
tricts, while others were diving, and swoop- 
ing, and taking pedestrians at short range 
in mouth, and nose, eye. 

With a warm sun today still another layer 
will be dried and another army of microbes 
turned loose. 

Fruition of Winter’s Work. 

This work of art was not produced without 
tremendous labors. All winter Messrs. Do- 
herty and Solon had the city street cleaning 
teams depositing snow and refuse in the old 
tunnel. They could have dumped it in the 
river itself by hauling the loads two blocks 
farther. But the old tunnel descent with ite 
yawning, capacious retaining walls was too 
tempting. In the souls of two such esthetes 
there dwelt the conviction that the claims of 
municipal art would not be satisfied properly 
if that old ruin could not be embellished. 

Which one received the inspiration first is 
not known, but how they worked at its ac- 
complishment is a matter of observation. 
For a time it appears they feared they could 
not fill the hole up. Last Saturday. however, 
they saw the tide of muck rise and overflow 
the brim. 

Day Off in Celebration. 

Yesterday apparently was set aside by 
Doherty and Solon as a day of celebration of 
the crowning dt their arduous task. They 
were at their offices only a part of the day. 
They closed their desks early and took a 
train to Milwaukee to attend the exhibition 
of fistic art. At Mr. Doherty’s residence it 
was stated that he had been “‘ unexpectedly 
called out of the city on business.” 

At the office of Commissioner of Public 
Works berg it was stated that Supt. 
Doherty been requested to clean out the 
tunnel approach, but that no attention had 
been paid to the order. It is estimated that 
it will cost more to get the refuse out than 
it did to put it in.

CABLE CARRIES SAD NEWS. 


President’s Message Tells Him to Leave 
„ Post When Ready. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[S8pecial.)— 
There is an interesting story in circula- 
tion in regard to the retirement of Charile- 
magte Tower, ambassador of the United 
States to Germans. 

Mr. Tower, it appears, did not propose to 
resign his post. He wrote a letter several 
montns ago to the president indicating that 
his onerous duties were causing him great 
fatigue and stating that he seriously con- 
templated submitting his resignation. — 

It w furthest from the ambassador's 
thought to give up his office. His position 
in Berlin is excellent, due to the friendly 
terms he maintains with Emperor William. 


“Resignation” Is Accepted. 

The president regarded Mr. Tower's letter 
as a resignation, and he cabled to the am- 
bassador stating that he could retire when- 
ever he wished and that his successor wotld 
be appointed at once. 

It is said that this message acted as «4 
bombshell in the embassy in Berlin. Mr. 
Tower recognized the inevitable, howeve- 
and decided to make no protest. 

He did not report when he would resign, 
but proceeded serenely to perform his duties 
as if he intended to remain forever in the 
German capital. 

It became necessary to jog his memory. 
A message was sent to him asking when 
he proposed to return home. Hie reply te 
thie was that he would depart from Berlin 
in August. 5 

Successor’s Term Short. 

His successor, Dr. David Jayne Hill, now 
minister to Holland, consequently will have 
only six months under President Roosevelt's 
administration to serve as ambassador, and 
it will be his duty, immediately upon the 
inauguration of the new president, to submit 
his resignation. 

If a republican succeeds Mr. Roosevelt, 
then Dr. Hill may get a new grip upon the 
post, but if a democrat should come in he 
probably will be withdrawn immediately. 

It ig not likely that Mr. Tower enjoys any 
special popularity in the American legation 
at ine Hague.

Campbell-Bannerman’s Condition 
Causes Apprehension. 


HEART TROUBLE A FACTOR. 
Friends Fear Statesman May Never 
Be Able to Resume Duties.

LONDON, March 18.—The bulletin issued 
today concerning the condition of Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, the premier, which 
makes espe reference to the “ consider- 
able weakness of the patient, has caused a 
renewal of the anxiety cpncerning his health. 

The heart trouble of the premier is so pro- 
nounced that his physicians up to the present 
time have not been able to restore this organ 
to its normal activity. 

There are still great hopes that Sir Henry 
will recover his health, but it is recognized 
by his friends that he never again will bea 
strong man and all idea that he might resume 
active leadership in the house of commons 
has been abandoned. 


Gained Power After Quarrel. 


Sir Henry acquired the leadership of the 
liberals owing to the fact that the quarrel 
between Lord Rosebery and Sir William Har- 
court, after the final withdrawal from pol- 
itics of Mr. Gladstone, rendered it preferable 
that Sir William should, for the sake of peace, 
abandon his righis to the leadership to Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman. ’ 

The premier is wealthy, enjoying an in- 
come of $250,000 a year, derived in the main 
from the fortune amassed by his father, 
James Campbell, in the drapery business, 
James Campbell was the son of a small 
Stirlingshire farmer, and started a drapery 
business at Glasgow, into which he took 
his brother William, and subsequently in- 
creased his fortune by marrying the daugh- 
ter of Henry Bannerman, the great ware- 
houseman at Manchester. 


Early Life in Father’s Firm. 


Sir Henry spent his early life as a member 
of his father’s firm at Glasgow, took the name 
of Bannerman in addition to his own on in- 
heriting a fortune from his maternal uncle, 
and shortly afterwards abandoned business 
for politics. 

His chief characteristic is his imperturba- 
bility. Nothing ever ruffies him, and it is 
difficult either to depress him, to provoke 
him, or to tire him out. 

Sir Henry has American relatives, a young 
er son of his brother, James Campbell, Adair 
by name, being married to Mise Blanche 
Havemeyer of New York.

The big sign will remain out over the side- 
walk at 217 Dearborn street and the Taft 
promoters will continue to make Taft senti- 
ment, but it will de Taft for second choice " 
sentiment. 

The secretary of war found himself cm- 
barrassed by the fact that Arthur I. Vorys, 
his Columbus manager, had given some en- 
couragement to the Taft promoters before 
they reached the determination of getting 
original Taft delegates in Illinois. 

Mr. Vorys hadn't said they should, but 
he hadn’t said they shouldn't, and the Taft 
men were encouraged by his ambiguity to 
believe that they could go ahead with offi- 
cial sanction.

| SOUTH’S LAWS UNDER FIRE. 


Partial Enforcement of Franchise 
Measures Censured. 
46 . 


Wen York, March 16.—Speaking before a 
representative Brooklyn audience at Plym- 
outh church tonight, Secretary Taft ex- 
pressed an optimistic conviction concerning 
the future of the colored. race in the United 
States. 

After presenting an array of statistics to 
show the progress of the American negro 
since the day of freedom, the secretary de- 
clared that this growth in intellect, learning, 
and industry must continue. 

The fear of negro domination in the south 
was, he said, a ee of the past. With 
the advantage of. education and opportunity, 
the colored population would take its proper 
Wee in the political affairs of the nation. 

The occasion of the secretary’s speech 
was a meeting under the auspices of the 
Armstrong lation and in the interests of 
Hampton institute of Virginia. 


Taft Praises Educational Work. 


Secretary Taft strongly commended the 
work done by Hampton and Tuskegee and 
reviewed the growth of law designed to at- 
fect the colored race, He continued: 

“In a population where illiteracy is pro- 
portionately large, no one can object, cer- 
tainly, under the federal constitution, to the 
establishment of electoral educational or 
property qualifications. 

“And I do not understand that the intel- 
lectual colored men of the country object to 
the passage and enforcement of such a law, 
but they do object, and have the right to ob- 
ject, to the partial enforcement of such a law 
in such a way as to exclude the ineligible 
black men and allow to vote the white men 
who are equally ignorant and ineligible. 

“tr the negro will make himself indis- 
pensable to the business prosperity of the 
south his political influence will take care of 
itself. 

Future Will Care for Itself. 

“As the colored man becomes eligible 
under the laws imposing educational and 
property qualifications, his standing in the 
community, will . weight to the vote he 
casts, and it is inevitable that in the end in- 
dustrial success will bring him full political 
rights.“

HITCHCOCK FACES MORE WOE 


Jerome to Search Reasons for 


Girl Changing Testimony. 


FIVE INDICTMENTS REMAIN. 


Comedian Soon Will Be ‘Tried on 
Charges of Abduction. 


New York, March 16.— [Special. I— The sud- 
den ending of the trial of Raymond Hitch- 
cock, the cometifan, on charges preferred by 
three little girls, has aroused the suspicions 
of the prosecuting officers that the case flat - 
tened out because of some illegal agreement. 

The discharge of Hitchcock was done at the 
order of Justice Blanchard after one ot the 
girls had gone back on the prosecution and 
denied the actor ever harmed her or thatshe 
had seen any misconduct on his part. 

The girl, Flora Whiston, who is now 18 
years old, was arrested at once for perjury 
and held in $5,000 bafl. She said she had been 
prompted and forced to tell the grand jury 
stories against Hitchcock by agents of the 
Gerry society. 

The whole affair has been placed in the 
hands of District Attorney Jerome. He would 
not discuss the affair tonight further than te 
say: * Somebody got next to somebody. 

Pive Indictments Still Stand. 
There stil are five indictments against 
Hitchoock, and Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan says he will be put on trial! for ab- 
duction within two weeks. 

The change of the girl’s testimony today 
came as asurprise. Flora Whiston was the 
first witness called. She said she first met 
Hitehcock in Newark, and after that she 
met him at the Grand opera house in this 
city. That corroborated the story of Helen 
von Hagen, the chief witness against Hitch- 
cock on the indictment on which he was be- 
ing tried. 

And when did you*see him next? asked 
Mr. Garvan. 

In the west side police court,“ she said, 
“after his arrest.’’ 

Mr. Garvan reminded the witness she had 
sworn before the grand jury that the wus 
in the Forty-first street house with Helen 
von Hagen and that she was attacked by 
Hitchcock. She admitted she hed sworn to 
that, but said she had been threatened by 
Agent Pisarro of the Gerry society that if 
she didn’t testify that way she would be 
locked up for life. 

Says Affidavits Were False. 

The gir! denied she ever had been intimate 
with Hitchcock or any other man. She 
couldn't remember why she had given such 
testimony in the children’s court. 

“Why didn't you tell me the truth?’ asked 
Mr. Garvan. “ You weren’t afraid of me 

“I, Was,” she said. “I felt I could only 
get justice and protection in court and that 
that was the place for me to tell my story.“ 

Mr. Garvan read two affidavits made by the 
girl, one about meeting Hitchcock in Newark 
with a girl.named Belle McKenzie, and an- 
other about a visit she said she made to the 
Forty-first street house with Helen von 
Hagen. 

“I made those affidavits,” Bhe said, cry- 
ing. but I was forced to do it by Pigarro.” 

She first told the truth to her stepfather, 
she said. Mr. Garvan called her stepfather 
at once and he said his picture was dn the 
rogues’ galery. He corroborated Flora’s 
story and said he didn’t tel! Mr. Garvan 
because he was afraid he would get mixed up 
with the Gerry society. He said that once 
when his daughter was with the society it 
cost him §250 to get her out, and that was 
enough for him. ‘ 

Mr, Garvan had any number of affidavits 
from the girl. The girl said she made the 
affidavits but that they were false. Agent 
Pisarro was called to the stand and denied 
that he had ever threatened the 

Mr. Garvan then told Justice Blanchard 
he would have to abandon the case, and the 
justice ordered the jury to dismiss the indict- 
ment, but demanded a most thorough in- 
vestigation.

INTEREST IN SUOCESSOR. 


Capt. Wainwright's Friends Be- 
lieve His Chances Are Best; 
Ships at Target Practice. 


San Diego, Cal., March 16.—[{Special.)— 
While the American fleet is at target prac- 
tice. in Magdalena bay, after its record 
breaking 17,000 mile cruise, speculation is rife 
as to the retirement of Admiral Evans and 
the appointment of his successor gs com- 
mander. 

To the regret of every one connected with 
the fleet, Admiral Evans, known all over the 
World as “ Fighting Bob,” has made this 
statement: 

„On account of the state of my health I 
shall ask the department to relieve me from 
duty when the fleet arrives at San Fraa- 
cisco.” 

Admiral Evans, it is sald, has already in- 
formed President Roosevelt by wireless of 
the condition of his health and expressed a 
desire to give up the command when the fleet 
reaches San Francisco. 

To this the president, according to a report, 
replied that he hoped that conditions were 
not so bad as reported, but “ Fighting Bob 
answered that there was no alternative but 
to quit, though he regretted the necessity. 
He is suffering from rheumatic gout and 
Bright's disease is feared. 

May Be Capt. Wainwright. 

Friends of Capt. Wainwright, now com- 
manding the Louisiane, who haga big record 
and is close to the top of the captain list, 
believe the president will select him for the 
duty. Capt. Wainwright retires in 1911. 

In other quarters it is believed that Ad- 
mirals Sebree and Arnold stand a good 
chance, They are popular and do not retire 
until 1910 Admirals Thomas, Dayton, and 
Emery’ retire this year and it is believed 
would hardly be chosen. Admirals Sperry, 
Goodrich, and Swinburn, who retire nem 
year, have a chance. 

Reports were brought to this port today by 
the training ship Buffalo, which left Magda- 
lena bay last Friday. The Buffalo brought 
official mall and press dispatches. 

Evans’ Terse Comment. 

In one of the latter is this terse statement 
from Admiral Evans: 

„Look at us,” exclaimed the admiral when 
the fleet had come to anchor off the little 
town of Magdalena in four divisions of four 
ships a®reast. “ We are ready at 4 mo- 
ment’s notice to begin shooting at the targets, 
to go out to sea and fight a battle, or to keep 
on with the cruise. If any one thinks we are 
not ready for target practice let him come 
down here tomorrow and see. And if they 
think we can’t hit the targets let them come 
along and take a look at them“

the Connecticut when the fleet steamed 
through the gateway to the bay, and re- 
mained there giving orders and witnessing 
their execution until the ships were at anchor,

miral Dvans. You may say anything you 
want to, but I havé no opinion about the 
cruise.

Anderson started on a junket with the fish- 
eries committee a year ago. He came ahead 
to Grand Rapids to arrange for the enter- 
tainment of the committee while inspecting 
the Mill creek batchery and became III and 
was unde to continue with the committee, 
which went into the upper peninsuia. 


Admits He Got , 

When the junket returned to 
committee got together and a up ex- 
pense billes of $110 each. Andersons bill 
was allowed with the others and, it ie claimed, 
was O. K. by Bunting. Anderson admits he 
received the money, but says half of it was 
due him for expense so far as he went with 
the junket and if the grand jury is worrying 
about the remainder they are after pretty 
small potatoes.” 

“I wouldn't have taken the money or put 
in a bill,” he said, but some one said ‘Uncle 
Jerry, you might as well have yours as the 
rest of us when the vouchers were made out,“ 
and so 1 took it. Why don't they get after 
some the miflionaire grafters that are 
grabbing everything in sight instead of mak- 
ing a scapegoat of one old man like me. 

Anderson is not wealthy and he has been 
giad to take a job superintending the wreck- 
ing of the federal building between legisia- 
tive sessions. It was while he was at work 
that he was arrested. e is Known as a 
chronic office holder. He is 65 years of age 
and was born in Kent county. He came here 
in 1865. 


Alderman for Three Terms. 

He held the office of atderman three terms, 
and was at one time deputy county clerk. © 
He was also a court officer for atime. He 
was elected to the legislatures of 1807-1898 
and 1899-1900. Later he was reélected to 
the legislature of 1903-1904. After dropping 
out one session he again served during the 
session of 1907-1908. 

Anderson's arrest and that of Bunting fol- 
lowed a six weeks session of the grand jury 
which investigated the condition of the treag- 
urers office and returned indictments) 
against former State Treasurer Frank 
Glazier, along with several others.

Attorney MeNeir and Others En- 
ter General Denial Before 
House Committee. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[{Special.)— 
That money had been paid by the Electric 
Boat company to certain newspaper men to 
Prepare and distribute news concerning sub- 
marine boats was admitted today before the 


house committee investigating the charges 


of Representative Lilley. The admission 
Was made by Charles 8. MeNeir of this city, 
an attorney for the Electric Boat company. 

Mr. McNeir denied that a general press 
bureau was maintained by the Electric Boat 
company or that as far as he knew the com- 
pany had ever spent money for the enter- 
tainment of members of congress or others 
who might exert an influence in securing con- 
tracts with the government for its boats. 
He was supported by other witnesses. 


Denies Charges of Lobby. 

Mr. McNeir stated that Mr. Lilley’s charges 
regarding a lobby, so far as they referred to 
him, were not correct. Hesaid that his work 
was mostly before the navy department. but 
that on three occasions he had gone to see 
members of congress regarding the boats of 
his company. Once he called on Senator 
Ankeny of Washington regarding a resolu- 
tion concerning submarine boats; another 
time he called on Representative Humphrey 
of Washington, and still later he made ‘a 
visit to Representative Kahn of California. 
These men were interested in the defenses 
of the Pacific coast and Mr. McNeir pointed 
out to them the advantages to be obtained 
through the building of a * numder of 
submarines. 

Mr. McNeir said that on the advice of tae 
mer Senator Butler of South Carolina.a 
series of articles had been prepared, to be 
published through the middle sections of the 
country, where they never see a boat, cover- 
ing the history of the submarine boat. In 
addition to this series of articles two other 
articles, he sald, had been prepared and he 
wald that he had had the work done by two 
newspaper friends, Frank B. Lord and Angus 
Erly. 

For a period covering a year and a half, he 
said. he had paid Mr. Erly about. 686. Mr. 
Lord's work was more important, being of 
a literary nature, and for a period cover- 
ing about a year and a half he reostved up- 
wards of $500, and possibly as high as $800. 
As far as Mr. McNeir’s recollection extend- 
ed, these were the only, two instances. where 
newspaper men had been paid 1 
and distributing news regarding the 
boat.

Convenience of Offenders Ignored.

“This is a large country and the effense 
under consideration is one which may be con- 
stantly committed through its length and 
breadth. ~ 

“This situation arises from the modern 
facilities for transportation and intercommu- 
nication in interstate transportation; and the 
considerations of convenience and hardship, 
while they may appeal to the legisiative 
branch of the government, will not prevent 
congress from exercising its constitutional 
power in the maragement and control ot in- 
terstate commerce. 

One of the strongest points raised by the 
packing companies and railroads was that a 
contract regularly entered into could not be 
violated by a railroad merely by the operation 
of raising its rates. 

This point was completely overruled by the 
court when it said: 

“There is no provision excepting special 
contracts from the operation of the law. One 
rate is to be charged and that one fixed and 
published in the manner pointed out in stat- 


opened by statute. 

“There is no provision for the filing’ of 
contracts with shippers and no method of 
making them public defined in the statute. 


Law Above Special Contracts. 

“If rates are subject to seoret alterations 
by special agreement, then the statute will 
tall of tte purpose to establish a rate duly 
published, known to all,.and from which 
neither shipper nor carrier may depart.“ 

Discussing this feature still further, the 
opinion said: 

At may be that such contracts should be 
recognized, giving stability to rates for a 
limited period; that the contracts, being filed 
and published, and the rate stipulated known 
and open to all, no injustice would be done. 

“ But,.as we have said, such considerations 
present themselves to congress, not to the 
courts. It is the province of the judiciary 
to enforce the laws constitutionally enacted, 
sot to make them to suit their own views of 
propriety or justice.. 

“The statute, being within the ‘constitu- 
tional power of congress, and being in force 
when the contract was made, is read into 
the contract and becomes part of it. 

“If a shipper sees fit to make a contract 
covering a definite period for a rate in force 
at the time, he must be taken to have done 
o subject.to possible change of the pub- 
lished rate in the manner fixed by thestatute, 
to which he must conform or suffer the pen- 
alty fixed bywlaw.”’ 


Dissenting Opinion. Filed.

Better Equipment for Deciding Indus- 
trial Problems Is Sought.

Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.]— 
Legislation to better equip the organization 
known as the committee: for promotion of 
industrial peace, which was established to 
recetve the Nobel peace prise awarded to 
President Roosevelt, will be taken up by 
congress shortly. 

The secretary of commerce and labor, Mr. 
Straus, trustee of the foundation fund pre- 
sented by the president and members of the 
executive committee of the organization, has 
prepared an amendment to the law créating 
the committee, and its enactment will be 
requested. It allows the trustees of the 
fund to act with the committee in investigat- 
ing whatever questions may be put befure 
it and in effecting settlements of dieputes. 
The trustees are the chief justice of the 
United States Supreme court, the secretary 
of agriculture, the secretary of commerce 
and labor, Marvin Hughitt, Seth Low, Thom- 
as G. Buch, and John Mitchell. 


Members of the Committee. 


The committee which was created to dis- 
cuss industrial problems with a view to ar- 
riving at a better understanding between 
ployers and employés, consists of the 
following persons appointed to represent the 
public, employers, and labor: 

Ralph M. Easley, secretary of the Nation- 
al Civie federation; Marcus M. Marks, New 
York: Archbishop John Ireland, St. Paul;

Fund Amounted to $36,734.79. 

The fund received by President Roosevelt, 
winner of the Nobel peace prise in 1006, 
amounted to 830,784, 70. It was turned over 
by him to the establishment authorized by 
a law passed by congress and signed by the 
president himself a year ago. Seth Low was 
made treasurer of the executive committee 
of trustees and he has invested the fund 
m New York City bonds.

Straus said it will represent the highest kind 
of an official tribunal to which industria! dis- 
putes of large importance can be referred, 
and when it is duly organized with the chief 
justice of the) United States at its head it 
will be recognized as one of the most impor- 
tant arbitrative bodies in the world. 

While contending industrial factions will 
not necessarily be compelled by law to abide 
by its decisions if they desire to do other- 
wise, it is hardly probable that industrial 
disputes will be submitted to the body un- 
less there is determination to acccp: it judg- 
ments, and, indeed, the committee can read- 
ily discover before taking up a case for set- 
tlement whether there will be a disposition 
to take its findings seriously and can refuse 
to arbitrate for the parties in case sincerity 
is not apparent. 

A few small additions have been made to 
the fund established by President Roosevelt 
and it is expected to increase, as public spir- 
ited citizens recognize the importance of 
the tribunal. 


Peace Body Opposes Big Navy. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 16.—The Peace 
Association of Friends ot Philadelphia made 
public a memorial today to congress earnest- 
ly protesting against the authorization at 
the present session of congress of expendi- 
tures in excess of $60,000,000 for warships, 
docks, etc. The memorial urges among 
other things that only a grave national! peril 
can be a justification for a great navy: that 
the action of the second Hague conference 
lessens the need of a navy; that a great navy 
means increased burden for unproductive 
purposes; and that the present navy is ade- 
quate for police purposes.

FAILED TO REACH. THE POLE. 

Arctie : Explorer ie Tiustrated: Lecture 
Attributes Defeat of His Purpose to 
Stormy Season: in Spitzbergen. 


Walter Wellman, who made a second at- 
tempt to reach the north pole in the airship 
America last year, gave an Hlustrated lecture 
in Orchestra hall last night, in which he 
told of the elaborate. preparations for the 
journey and its. heartbreaking ending, and 
phophesied that his plans. would yet be 
successfully carried out. 

Heattributed his failure to the fact that last 
year was the stormiest in thirty years in 
Spitzbergen, and that it wag not until late 
in September, when the season was at its 
worst, that the start could be made. The 
immediate cause of the wrecking of jhe 
airship, was a storm-which drove it on the 
mountainous shore of the land shortly after 
it was freed. An added complication was 
the failuge of the compass to work.

“I think it will be a quiet strike, pend- 
ing an agreement between the United Mine 
Workers of America and the operators. 

“I do not anticipate that the strike will 
have any particular effect on business. For 
some time the mines have been overproduc- 
ing. This, in addition to the fact that we have 
had an unusually warm winter, has resulted 
in placing a large amount of coal on hand. A 
strike may cause the retailers who heve not 
laid in a supply to raise the price, large con- 
sumers have been awake to the situation for 
the last three months.” 


Internal Trouble in Union. 


The trouble is largely due to friction be- 
tween the Mitchell and Lewis factions in 
the union. Mr. Mitchell's term expires on 
March 31. Hie successor is Thomas L. 
Lewis, who was elected last January. 
Mitchell called the present convention in a 
final effort to restore the old “ interstate’ 
plan.“ Lewis, whose power is being felt at 
Indjanapolis, wants Mitchell to step down 
and out before the Ist of April and leave 
matters to him. 

For the last two years ‘the miners and 
operators have been working under a con- 
tract which expires April 1. In the effort to 
reach an understanding representatives of 
the operators and the union have held four 
meetings since last October without being 
able to agree on anything. 

The operators claim that the union’s de- 
mands are too unreasonable to consider. 
Since the present convertion opened in In- 
dianepolis formal invitations have been sent 
to the operators’ associations of Indiana, 
Ohio, IUinois, and Pennsylvania: to mest 
representatives of the union. BE. T. Bent, 
secretary and treasurer of the Illinois oper- 
ators, went to Indianapolis yesterday to 
consider the situation before replying to the 
invitation. 


Expects Situation to Clear Up. 


, “I think the situation will clear up after 
the present dissension.in the United Mine 
Workers’ union is eliminated,” said a coal 
operator. ‘‘Although the Mitchell faction 
always been more favorable to the opera- 
tors than the Lewis faction, I believe Lewis 
will be open to suggestion after his rival 
gets out of the way.” 

The invitations were sent only to get a 
renewal ot the operators’ refusal to negoti- 
ate under present conditions, so that the 
refusals can be read before the convention, 
and speed the action of the miners, that 
is, to call a strike: it is claimed.

Some men with national reputa- 
tions as expert crop investigators wired in 
that they had been unable to discover any 
of the “ bugs” in the sections that kept the 
wires warm with alarming information last 
Saturday. There were many advices to ths 
effect that the bug parasites were almost as 
numerous as the dug themselves, and 
that weather conditions were more favorable 
for their operations than for those of the 
co bues.”” 
Visible Supply Shows Decrease. 


The visible supply statement showed a de- 
crease of 1.213.000 bu, compared to an in- 
crease of 1,604,000 bu the similar time last 
year. Duluth and Minneapolis received 668 
ears of wheat, the latter place reporting 647, 
and total primary arrivals were 981,000 bu, 
against 1,007,000 bu last year the same day.
